He 
applied the brake* and reversed the engine as 
soon as pojlble but too late to save the train 
whUh was throwu from the track.

en somewhat damaged.

killed, falling beneath the engine, and the en- 
gineer considerably bruised

The tele* aph wire h«ii biwn cut, and 
tbe train dispatcher reporting suspicions of 
foul play, Superintendent Lester ordered * 
nptclal train sent out with 100 Mexican sol- 
diers. Investigation showed <that the mules 
had bc«u kept In the thicket tbe night before, 
when $15,000 in sliver n«s shipped from 
Monterey ind Sattlllo to Laredo, but fortu- 
nately the train was ten hours lat«,pvtlng 
the spot Id daylight, .and thus was saved. 
None of the pauengers were robbed, tbe 
marauders being delayed so long with the safe 
and bulliou.
